MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) — 
The Republican party opened its 
29 th national convention today 
with RichaTd M. Nixon pushing 
hard to win the GOP presiden­ 
tial nomination on the first bal­ 
lot.

ers, Govs. Nelson A. Rockefeller

g an of California, were pinning 
their hopes on extending the 
balloting Wednesday nig ht be­ 
y ond two rounds. 
Rockefeller g ot a big break 


when the 58 -vote Ohio deleg a­ 
tion caucused just before the 
opening and decided to stick 
with Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes, a 
favorite son, on the first ballot. 
Rockefeller’s strateg y 
is 
to 
try to keep the several favorite 
son 
candidacies 
among 
the 
states alive long enoug h to g ive 
the impression that Nixon does 
not have the streng th to g o over 
the top. 
Reag an, 
meanwhile, 
was 
striving to pick off individual 
deleg ates—an 
effort 
which 
Rockefeller 
said 
at 
a news 
conference was meeting with 
some success. 
“ I think the movement is to 


Reag an in many of the deleg a­ 
tions,” Rockefeller said. 
Of his own efforts, he said he 
is picking up ‘‘bits and pieces.” 
The g overnor said his count 
showed Nixon with 550, himself 
with 350 and Reag an with 250. 
The AP fig ured it Nixon 566, 
Rockefeller 232 and Reag an 159, 
with 144 deleg ates uncommitted 
and a whopping 232 for favorite 
sons. Needed for victory : 667. 
Reag an, quoted as telling an 
Alabama 
deleg ation 
caucus 
“ I’m in this to win,” was by all 
odds the busiest candidate in 
this overstuffed and overheated 
convention town. 
Rockefeller, 
who 
called 
a 


morning news conference, reg is­ 
tered an upsurg e when 13 of 
Rhode Island’s deleg ates cau­ 
cused 
on 
their 
arrival 
and 
ag reed to cast a first ballot vote 
for the New York g overnor. 
Rockefeller was assured Mag * 
sachusetts’ 34 votes on the first 
round because of his write-in 
victory in that states’ prim ary . 
However, Gov. John A. Volpe 
was working hard to swing a 
m ajority to Nixon on the second 
ballot, if there is one, despite 
his all but vanished hopes for 
the 
vice presidential 
nomina­ 
tion. 
The ring of the Nixon anvil 
, was predominant, althoug h the 


candidate 
himself 
refrained 
from predicting a first ballot 
win. Nixon was to arrive for the 
convention tonig ht. 
An Associated Press recheck 
showed he had pushed his total 
of publicly committed deleg ate 
votes to 572, only 95 short of the 
prize-winning 
total, 
over 
the 
weekend. This was a g ain of 28 
over Saturday ’s count. 
Rockefeller pulled up to 232, a 
g ain of 24. Reag an stood at 161, 
favorite sons accounted for 231 
and there rem ained 137 uncom­ 
mitted. 
It was on the favorite 
son 
deleg ates and the uncommitted 
that Nixon’s men were conccn- 


trating as the convention ap­ 
proached it’s first formal m ajor 
event 
tonig ht, 
the 
key note 
speech of Gov. Daniel 
J . Evans 
of Washing ton. Evans said he 
will tell the convention that the 
nation can’t base law and order 
on inequity arid injustice. 
While the deleg ates were g et­ 
ting set for W ednesday ’s con­ 
vention balloting , the evidence 
of the Nixon drive cropped up in 
many places. 
Dirksen, who heads the 58 - 
vote Illinois deleg ation, helped 
turn on the burners for the Nix­ 
on forces with a public declara­ 
tion that the form er vice presi­ 
dent ‘‘is so close to striking dis- 


tance of the nomination that 
offhand I don’t believe he could 
be stopped.” 
The Nixon pressure was such 
that Reag an felt it necessary to 
tell supporters of the form er 
vice president in his California 
deleg ation that they would be 
‘‘very foolish” if they tried to 
defect from his favorite son can­ 
didacy on the first ballot. 
Reag an came away from a

Israeli Jets

FBI Issues 


Air Booklet 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
FBI today released a booklet 
outlining ways airline personnel 
can help it handle almost any 
crime, including the one that 
currently is getting the most at­ 
tention-hijacking. 
The booklet, however, offers 
no helpful hints on how to pre­ 
vent hijacking. 
The omission tends to under­ 
score a quandrv facing not only 
government sleuths, but the air­ 
line industry as well which con­ 
cedes little is being done or can 
be done to prevent the crime. 
An FBI spokesman said the 
new booklet, entitled “ Airlines 
and The FBI,” was planned be­ 
fore the current rash of hijack­ 
ings. But he said it was a revi­ 
sion of one that first came out 
during a spectacular series of 
similar incidents in 1961. 
In a forward, FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover said the booklet's 
purpose is to suggest “ various 
measures which the airlines and 
their personnel can take to help 
this bureau perform its job.”

Gold's Return 


The 
United 
States 
has 
finally 
reversed the gold flow. 
In June the nation’s supply gained 
$213 million, believed to be the largest 
inflow for any month since the gold 
drain started in 1958. 
Gold was purchased in June from 
more than one country, but as usual 
the Treasury declined to say which 
ones. 
The size of June's total purchase, 
however, substantiates earlier reports 
that France has been a heavy seller 
of gold in order to obtain dollars with 
which to meet her recent ecomonic 
crisis. 
Not long ago it would have seemed 
unbelievable for President de Gaulle 
to part with gold for mere U.S. dollars. 
Then the general minimized the dollar’s 
importance as a world monetary unit. 
During his futile campaign for return 
of the gold standard, France bought 
at least $34 million in U.S. gold a month 
at the fixed price of $35 an ounce. 
From 
1962 through 
1966, 
the 
U.S. 
Tteasury in this way lost more than 
$2:8 billion in gold to France. 


Gen. de Gaulle based his buying 
policy on the expectation that the dollar 
would be devalued, thus sending the 
gold price up and giving a large profit 
to France. It didn’t work out that way. 
Last March the so-called two-tier gold 
price was established by the United 
States and its financial allies after a 
French-encouraged 
attack 
on 
the 
dollar, which threatened to set off a 
world monetary crisis. 
Under the two-tier system, the U.S. 
price of $35 an ounce has been main­ 
tained 
for 
international 
monetary 
purposes while the free market has 
been permitted to set its own price 
level, 
determined 
by 
supply 
and 
demand. 
The free market price at present 
remains below $40 an ounce. 
As was to be expected, announcement 
of establishment of the two-tier system 
was met by some skepticism. Even 
its sponsors conceded it was a gamble. 
The size of June’s gold flow reversal 
not only is proof the plan is paying 
off — at least for the present — but 
that confidence in the dollar is being 
restored.

Davis w as cut about the face 
by shrapnel and gashed over his 
right eye when a band of Viet 
Cong guerrillas showered rocket 
grenades on an allied river pa­

The heaviest of tile two fights 
raged in a stand of paddies, ca­ 
nals and huts 24 m iles southwest 
of Saigon. The fight was trig ­ 
gered in m idafternoon Sunday 
by Viet Cong gunners who shot 
down a helicopter th at w as land­ 
ing troops for a reconnaissance 
m ission.
